Mrs. Boyer, unable to obtain rent 
increases from the Savannah rent 
control board, went on .a; hunger 
strike Thursday noon, neighbors 
said, saying that her rent intake 
cloes'nt give her sufficient funds to 
buy groceries. 
Me anu uhandi," Mrs. Boyer 
said. — hope I die before my bones 
stick out.' 
Mrs. Boycr lives in one room 
on the second floor of her two-story 
home purchases in February, 194b. 
"I'm going to bed and stay there
